The average annual private wage in Construction in 2022 was $69,565. This was $9,406 more than the 
state’s average annual private wage of $60,159. The highest average annual wages within this industry 
were in Heavy and Civil Engineering Construction. All of the industry sub-sectors within the 
Construction industry Sector had above average wages. 


All three of the Construction industries had net employment gains from 2017 to 2022. Specialty Trade 
Contractors had the largest gain in employment, adding 8,843 jobs. Specialty Trade Contractors is also 
the largest industry, employing 89,707 workers in 2022. Heavy and Civil Engineering Construction had 
the fastest growth rate, at 26.1 percent, since 2017.
